Some declare 
that he is 
COOL AND PERFECTLY RATIONAL, 
while others assert that his very coolness over 
the exciting affuir is asure sign of insanity. 
The unmailed letter was found on Gray’s per- 
son, addressed to Miss Katie Davern, Keo- 
kuk, lowa, in which he says the firm he was 
with in St.Louis would not increase bis salary, 
henee be made up his mind to return to Keo- 
kuke He came via Chicago to see Booth; did 
not like him as well as Barrett. The most 
signifieant sentence is, ‘*To-night he plays 
Kichard II.

The lights 
were turned down and the theater was almost 
dark as night, when suddenly the flash 


of a pistol was seen iu the second balcony at the 
tight. quickly followed by another. The shots 
were fired at Booth upon the stage. The would- 
be assassin made an attempt to fire a third 
time, but was prevented by some one sitting 
near. The greatest excitement prevailed, 
both in the audience and on the stage, women 
screaming and men yeliing to catch the assas- 
sin. VYhe scene was probably only equaled 
when J. Wilkes Booth shot Lincoln in Ford's 
Theater, Washington. . The lights were turned 
on as quickly as possible, and officers: hast- 
ened to where the assassin was bela by men 
of the audience. He was marched off 
to the station, where lhe gave the 
name ot Mark Gray, and said he wasadry 
gcods clerk fram St. Louis. He would give no 
reason for attempting to shoot Booth. He ap- 
eared periectiy cool and in his right mind. it 
whispered that there is a@ woman at the bot- 
tom of the affair, und those who have seen the 
voung man, whois about twenty-five, say he 
stronaly resembies Booth. The affair causes a 
great sensation throughout thecity. Neither 
of the balls fired went within dangerous prox- 
imity of the great actor. The weapon used 
wus # small six-shooter.’’ 

A letter found upon his person addressed to 
‘*Katic,’’ gives the idea that the attempt at as- 
sassinution was in consequence of r~0th’s 
failure to come up to Gray’s ideal of Hamlet. 
Another explanationis that this was crazily 
meant as a retribution for the assassination of 
President Lincoln by J. Wilkes Booth . Neither of 
these explanations, however, convey the 
real reason of the attack, which could oaiy ve 
gieaned by a carctul examination in many 
quarters.
